XIV or XV, in oak(?) boards covered with uncolored leather; sewn on four double/slit leather 
thongs (the head-band missing, the tail-band broken, and the other four weakening at the front joint); the covering of the 
front board split, revealing a leaf of a manuscript of Donatus's Ars minor used as spine-lining, conjoint with the front 
pastedown; a clasp-fitting at the fore-edge of the back board has a corresponding pin in the front board, about 45mm from 
the fore-edge; the spine with three labels of s. XVII and/or XVIII: the top one parchment, inscribed "Postilla / Anthonii 
Parmens.", the other two paper, one inscribed "1845" (the last numeral uncertain), and "Postilla / Ant. Parm. / 75." - 
Inscribed, s. XV, "Iste liber est d(omi)ni Judoci Nusso(?) / pl(e)b(a)ni. In m[onas?]t Erewach(??) Et est / In ordine 
libbrorum?] suorum" (front pastedown). John R. Peasley (d. 1998), of Redondo Beach, CA, who was reported in The 
Evansville [Indiana] Courier, 3 November, 1964, to have "picked up the battered book from the rubble of an old castle or 
manor house in southeast Germany", "early in 1945", while "moving through Hitler's Reich with the 21st Weather 
Squadron". By descent to Milton B. Peasley; according to whom John Peasley stated that the journalist of the Evansville 
Courier piece "used 'a little artistic licence' in writing up the information gathered in the interview"; given by him to the 
Huntington in December 1998.
